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A Message to the County Grand Jury 


r^ON'T forget the sheriff. He is the official who pockets 
^ annually, in addition to his salary, a large sum in fees, 
the total of which is carefully hidden from public 
knowledge. 

You will remember that about two months ago this 
subject of fees was called to your attention by a county 
supervisor. The Journal printed his public statement as 
a matter of news. 

At once an angry threat arrived from the sheriff, a 
threat that he would sue this newspaper for libel. He 
appeared determined to silence all discussion of how 
much money he is taking out of the taxpayers’ pockets. 

We announced that we would not be “shushed.” The 
sheriff replied, through his attorneys, with a formal de¬ 
mand for a retraction of 10 itemized statements. Inele¬ 
gantly but emphatically, The Journal answered on Its 
front page, “Nerts!” 


We followed this refusal to retract with an invita¬ 
tion for Sheriff Logan Jackson to go ahead and sue us. 
If he did so, we pointed out, we then could and would put 
him on the witness stand in superior court and question 
him in detail as to the nature and amount of the fees in 
question. 

He did not sue. He did not reply. From that day to 
this he has maintained a profound and significant silence 
on the whole subject. 

It is common belief in many informed quarters that 
the sheriff’s annual “take” from his county office 
amounts to .?15,000, ,$20,000, or more. Whatever the sum 
is it should be known definitely to the people of Orange 
county. Then, if they wish to continue paying on such 
a generous scale, certainly they have the right to do so. 

On the other hand, if they feel that the whole fee 
set-up here is just a survival of an obsolete and abused 
custom which should be abolished, as other communities 


generally have abolished it, they would have a basis of 
fact on which to decide. 

But the idea that this important information is 
SECRET, that it is carefully hidden from the public, and 
that people or newspapers that discuss the matter are to 
he threatened and bluffed if possible is one which de¬ 
serves action by your body.

The Journal suggests that you ascertain and publish 
all the facts about the huge jail establishment which the 
sheriff operates. Find how much personal profit he de¬ 
rives, if any, from selling meals to the county prisoners. 
Look into the matter of the many federal prisoners which 
are brought here to be housed. How much does the U. S. 
government pay for their keep? Where does the money 
go? How much, if any, does Jackson pocket? How much 
nepotism exists in his department? 

Learn the facts about the jail canteen which, we 
understand, has been abolished since this hubbub started.

Chinese Victorious 
In Whuh Bombing

Air power was the vital factor 
today in wars on'opposite sides of 
the world. 

Spanish government planes 
fanned out over the Mediterranean 
seeking enemy surface ships in an 
effort to break the insurgent 
blockade of Barcelona. 

Four insurgent warships ma¬ 
neuvered far at sea, avoiding gov¬ 
ernment planes, with which they 
fought an indecisive battle yester¬ 
day involving a French destroyer 
and French anti-aircraft batteries. 
CHINESE GAIN 

Chinese forces reported gains in 
their fight to hold a corridor be¬ 
tween two Japanese armies trying 
to link the conquered areas of 
North and Central China. 

Insurgent planes took the air 
on the Spanish Teruel front when 
40 government craft raked Gen¬ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco s 
lines with machine-gun fire. One 
insurgent and seven government 
ships were downed. 

Barcelona, the government cap¬ 
ital, reported 39 killed in an in¬ 
surgent air raid. Madrid reported 
four killed in an insurgent shell¬ 
ing. 

TERUEL BATTLE 

Although the insurgents held 
strong positions on three sides of 
Teruel they still were unable to 
enter the city, although they fe- 
ported government forces had 
evacuated it. The government 
still held two strong positions 
northwest of Teruel, center of 
more than a month of battle. 

France strengthened her border 
defenses against the spreading 
aerial warfare. Two new inci¬ 
dents roused concern. 

The French torpedo boat La 
Poursuivante was bombed by three 
Spanish planes maneuvering to at¬ 
tack Insurgent warships yesterday 
in the Mediterranean. The torpedo 
boat returned the fire, but no hits 
were scored. French anti-aircraft 
guns on shore joined in the firing. 
air VICTORY 

Chinese said their air force had 
destroyed the Japanese airdrome 
at Wuhu, on the Yangtze river, 
had raided other Japanese river 
positions and had killed 300 Japa¬ 
nese In an air attack on army 
boats in Chekiang province. 

Japanese said their planes had 
destroyed 16 Chinese aircraft and 
airfield equipment at Ichang, in 
China’s interior. Chinese denied 
any military damage at Ichang. 

Japanese warships and Chinese 
land batteries fought a one-hour 
duel off Namtao peninsula, across 
the bay from Hongkong.

FfaRM PRICES 
IIN DECLINE 


Seasonal slump or the reces¬ 
sion, the fact remains, according 
to Farm Advisor H. E. Wahlberg, 
for the first time in many months, 
December 1937 farm prices in 
California failed to reach the fig¬ 
ures achieved for the .same month 
in the so-called "normal period," 
1910-15. 

Wahlberg bases this conclusion 
from an examination of quota¬ 
tions on 24 leading items. As 
against an index of 100 for the 
norma! period, last month showed 
99. 

Quoting data from the division 
of agricultural economics, Univer¬ 
sity of California, prices in this 
combination were but 65 per cent 
of the December prices in the 
years 1924-29, the so-called boom 
years. 

Twelve of the items, however,

Jacob C. Best, 1324 French 
street, called our attention to a 
news article appearing in the 
weekly newspaper published in 
Washington, D. C., called Labr^ 
The Jan. 18 issue carried the news 
story concerning the recent move 
on the part of certain U. S. con¬ 
gressmen to put across old age 
pension compromise legislation in 
place of “The General Welfare Act 
of 1937, H. R. 4199,” Townsend bill 
now before the congress. The news 
article credits Congressman Harry 
R. Sheppard from this district 
with having said: “Those of us 
who have been going along with 
Dr. Townsend are convinced that 
his ideas can never be put across. 
We believe that a pension of $200 
a month, to be financed by a sales 
tax, is both impractical and un¬ 
popular.” 

■This column calls attention to 
the fact that Congressman Shep¬ 
pard has not been going along 
with Dr. Townsend since in June 
1937, as the words credited to 
him as quoted above would leave 
the impression. He broke with Dr. 
Townsend shortly after the Town¬ 
send leader pointed out the dan¬ 
gers to American d e mo c r a c y 
which the President’s supreme 
court reorganization measure of¬ 
fered. In a letter of June 9, 1937 
Congressman Sheppard wrote to 
the Townsend clubs of the 19th 
district quoting a resolution 
passed by the general welfare 
steering committee suggesting 
Townsend club break relations 
with the Doctor and change their 
names to General Welfare clubs. 
From that day to this the con¬ 
gressman from this district has 
no right to speak of his “having 
been going along with Dr. Town¬ 
send.” The road which is travel¬ 
ing toward $50 to $75 per month 
pensions is not the road which 
Dr. Townsend is traveling. Such 
pensions if achieved will not have 
the power to bring business re¬ 
covery and give opportunity of 
proper employment privileges for 
the young men and women of the 
nation such as Dr. Townsend and 
his movement sponsors. 

But still more illuminating of 
the congressman’s complete deser¬ 
tion of the Townsend plan prin¬ 
ciples are the words, “We believe 
that a pension of $200 per month, 
to be financed by a sales tax, is 
both impractical and unpopular.” 
Of course the words “financed by 
a sales tax” are mis-leading as

the Townsendites have never ad¬ 
vocated financing the Townsend 
annuities by a sales tax. But put¬ 
ting everything together which 
has come out of Washington con¬ 
cerning Congressman Sheppard’s 
change of attitude and we know 
what is meant. It means that 
he no longer sponsors Townsend 
plan legislation but instead the 
type of legislation which fits in 
with President Roosevelt's plan to 
amend the Old Age Security act. 
What Mr. Sheppard probably 
means is that the Townsend plan 
is impractical because it does not 
fit in with New Deal legislation 
plans and when Mr. Sheppard 
speaks of $200 per month pensions 
being unpopular financed by the 
Townsend method he also means 
with Mr. Roosevelt and with cer¬ 
tain financial representatives with 
which the idea has always been 
unpopular. He certainly cannot 
mean that it is unpopular with 
the people when 10 million or 
more American voters are for it. 

When Mr. Sheppard was speak¬ 
ing before the Townsend clubs as 
a Townsend speaker, before it was 
ever thought that he might be 
a candidate for the U. S. congress, 
he never mentioned the idea of 
the Townsend plan being imprac¬ 
tical and when the Townsendites 
applauded his remarks favoring 
its adoption into national law, 
it never seemed to enter his head 
that the plan was unpopular. And 
later when he was campaigning 
for the nomination for congress¬ 
man on the Democratic party 
ticket and was depending mostly; 
on the Townsend vote to get the 
coveted nomination he never once 
told the Townsendites how im¬ 
practical and unpopular was their 
plan. He assumed the same at¬ 
titude in the campaign preceding 
the November finals although it 
was noticed that he began to as¬ 
sume a more boastful position as 
a member of the Democratic 
party. At the time, this was over¬ 
looked as it was conceded the 
Townsendites needed the help of 
the Democrats to insure Mr. Shep¬ 
pard’s (their candidate) election. 

The Townsendites have their 
own ideas as to what has oc¬ 
curred to change Mr. Sheppard’s 
mind since they sent him to 
Washington to represent them and 
enjoy a $10,000 per year salary 
plus generous mileage privileges 
and funds for hiring secretaries. 
When Mr. Sheppard was just a 
common citizen seeking political 
office $200 per month pensions 
for the elderly as a recovery me¬ 
dium did not seem impractical nor 
unpopular, but now since he has 
joined tlie upper crust and enjoys 
a monthly income of more than 
$833 in the way of salary, the pic¬ 
ture for him has changed, and $200 
per month for common folks is 
impractical. What Mr. Sheppard 
failed to make clear, however, was 
that the Townsend plan bill now 
before the congress does not call 
tor $200 per month annuities or 
pensions unless the transaction tax 
proves capable of making suc.'l 
possible.

PORT HOMES 
SHOW HUGE 
IHCREASE 

NEWPORT-BALBOA. — An in¬ 
crease of 258 homes owned by non¬ 
residents is indicated in the recent 
directors census of Newport Beach 
according to officials of the cham¬ 
ber of commerce and Sam Dawson, 
who compiled the new directory. 

The directory of two years ago 
gave a total of 1522 homes in the 
harbor district including, Newport, 
Balboa, Balboa Island, Corona Del 
Mar, Lido Isle. Newport Heights 
and West Newport, owned by sea¬ 
sonal residents. These home own¬ 
ers make up ’a cross-section of 
Southern California and every Im¬ 
portant community is included in 
the latest list. Selecting a few at 
random there are 42 homes owned 
by citizens from Alhambra, 32 by 
citizens of Altadena, while Ana¬ 
heim is represented with 22 
homes: Beverly Hills, 23; Clare¬ 
mont, 21; Corona, 22; Fullerton, 
33; Glendale, 54; Hollywood, 47; 
Los Angeles leads with 544 and 
Pasadena next with 221 and South 
j Pasadena. 35. Ontario has 17, 
while Orange lists 22, Placentia 
18, and Pomona 37. Redlands has 
24 while Riverside jumped this 
year to 94. Santa Ana has 76 and 
San Bernardino 28 with San 
Marino 33 and San Gabriel 15. 

Many out-of-state residents are 
listed and homes owned at the 
harbor district go even beyond the 
borders of the United States with 
one big home owned here by a 
citizen of Copenhagen, Denmark.

During the last six months the 
American Red Cro.ss has made 
available $181,000 for Nelson’s 
office to distribute through relief 
agencies. Of this $100,000 went 
to aid civilians trapped in the 
Sino-Japanc.se battle areas, $51,- 
000 for medical .supplies, and $30,- 
000 to evacuate stranded Ameri¬ 
cans.

TERRY TRACES 
FEUD WITH 
BALL EXPERTS 

NEW YORK. (A’)—Bill Terry 
says it ain’t so. 

The New York Giants’ manager, 
whose "feud” with the sports 
writers has supplied those writers 
with plenty of copy for years, 
takes up the cudgel on his own 
behalf in an article entitled "Ter¬ 
rible Terry” In this week’* Sat¬ 
urday Evening Post. 

Terry, tracing the feud to his 
refusal to give his private tele¬ 
phone number to a New York 
sports editor, who immediately 
adopted an "anti-Terry” attitude 
because of the "snub,” goes over 
a number of Incidents which have 
been related in print and some 
which haven’t been told, to give 
his own versions. 

He still doesn’t have much to 
say In favor of the sports writers, 
charging them with misrepresen¬ 
tation In more than one case and 
with letting themselves be "used” 
by John J. McGraw when Terry 
was holding out for the first time. 
ABILITY CRITICIZED 

Bill firmly denies he ever asked 
"What’s in it for me?” except to 
ask himself before making deci¬ 
sions affecting his career, and 
j traces his de.sire for “economic 
security” to a time early in his 
career when he was forced to 
pawn his wife’s engagement ring 
so they could eat. 

Back in 1926 when he was wag¬ 
ing his first salary war with Mc¬ 
Graw. Terry says, numerous stories 
appeared criticizing his ability. 
The facts were, he charges, that 
the manager “used experienced 
baseball writers as channels 
through which he could let the 
world In general, and me in par¬ 
ticular, know that Terry did not 
rate, as long as Terry persisted in 
demanding more money.” 

Later v^hen he became the 
club's regular first baseman, 
Terry says; 

"I was not deeply impressed 
with a (sports writing) craft that 
could violate a public tru.st by mis¬ 
informing millions of baseball 
fans, Intentionally or otherwise, 
for the sole purpose of enhancing 
the ball club's position in a salary 
discussion. I was impressed deep 
ly by the fact that the same ex¬ 
perienced game - watchers and 
player analy-'its w-ho had ash- 
canned me the year before were 
now obliged to herald me as the 
natural successor to George Kelly. 
It didn’t make sense.” 

Terrv also tells of McGraw’s 
unexpected offer of the managerial 
job in 1932, two months after 
threatening to trade him for re¬ 
fusing to accept a $5060 salary 
cut. Of this he says: 

"The most barefaced mlsrepre- 
.sentation, however, came with the 
repeated press statements that 
Fred Lindstrom was supposed to 
succeed McGraw and that I had 
tunneled under to snatch It from 
his grasp ... I had no warning 
whatever of the proposition which 
McGraw advanced. Lindstrom, 1 
understand, was promised the job 
for the purpose of inveigling him 
into signing his contract.” 

Lindy was subsequently traded 
to Pittsburgh at his own sugges¬ 
tion, Terry adds. 

ANOTHER GRUDGE 

Another case of strained rela¬ 
tions with the press Terry traces 
to a reporter’s desire to get 
through work early, which led him 
to seek news and managerial 
opinions ahead of his confreres. 
His persistence led to heated an¬ 
swers and another "grudge.” 

Instead of demanding "What s 
In it for me?” when invited to a 
Mel Ott day celebration. Bill ex¬ 
plains, he remained at home be¬ 
cause Mel himself had said not to 
bother. His "sadism” in letUng 
Clydell Castleman remain on the 
mound to Uke a terrific pounding 
was the only means of teaching 
the lesson that "a ball game Is 
more than four innin^a on the 
mound and the rest in the grand¬ 
stand with a big cigar.” 

But all these wild stories dont 
matter much. Bill concludes, for 
"the Giants’ attendance figures 
would indicate that patrons do not 
care who or what manag^es a ball 
club so long as It plays heads-up 
and first-division baseball.”

NEW YORK. (iPi—Joe DlMag-

Welch, now 78, thinks the pres¬ 
ent day salary scale in the big 
leagues is scandalous and that It 
is damaging to team spirit the 
way the figures of the various 
players are aired annually. It’s 
bound to make the little fellows 
jealous, he reasons. 

"Most I ever got In my life was 
$4000 a year,” he recalled, “and 
that was right at the end of my 
career. Believe me, I worked for 
it, too. Days I wasn’t pitching I 
played centerfleld, and the first 
year w'e were in the National 
league I had to be at the park 
an hour or so ahead of time to 
mind the ‘stile’.” 

Welch's manager at that time 
was the colorful Jim Mutrle, first 
pilot of the Giants, who died here 
yesterday at the age of 93. They 
were great pals, but he can’t even 
imagine what would have hap¬ 
pened to their friendship If he had 
tried to hold out on Mutrle for a 
larger salary.

But 
for this reviewer, Tetley-Kardos 
completely dominated the perfor¬ 
mance. Possessed of an amazing 
grace and deftne.ss for a 2.'i-year- 
old, he displayed remarkable in¬ 
terpretive abillt.v, both in his ac¬ 
companiments and in hi.s solo 
groups. 

Starting with a lilting Chopin 
Mazurka, he went into the rolling 
melody of Mendelssohn’s "On 
Wings of Sorg," as tran.scribcd 
for the piano by Llzt. and from 
thence to another Chopin selec¬ 
tion, the ever-beautiful "Waltz 
in E Minor.” 

His .second group of solos con¬ 
tinued to feature an astonishing 
chromatic ability, a delicacy of 
touch that made his notes flow to¬ 
gether like liquid. His playing of 
Debussy’s lovely "Claire de Lune” 
brought tears to many eyes, which 
smiled the next minute in response 
to his rendition of “Dr. Gratis et 
Parnassus,” by the same com¬ 
poser. The latter is a comic num¬ 
ber on recollections of monotonous 
scale practice. Equally amusing 
and of great technical Interest was 
the “Rondo Francals,” a modern 
German composition played entire¬ 
ly on the white keys. 

Sorenson's audience felt com¬ 
pletely in harmony with him as he 
sang simply and beautifully. First 
on the program was a magnifi¬ 
cent if somber rendition of Han¬ 
del’s "Largo,” follow'ed by Ernest 
Charles’ sweet love song, "When 
I Have Sung My Songs,” and Cad- 
man’s “.Service,” which the soloist 
dedicated to his li.steners. 

Equally varied were his succeed¬ 
ing groups, each part of which 
seemed to have been chosen for 
the special purpose of plea.sing 
song-lovers—the rousing "Hunts¬ 
man,” Earl Curran's sentimental 
and melodious "Nocturne," and 
James H. Rogers’ beautiful "The 
Last Song,” and two ever-popu- 
lar and always lovely Kathleen 
Lockhart Manning numbers. "Lux¬ 
embourg Gardens,” and "Shoes.” 

His final song, Mallot’s thrill¬ 
ing "Song of the Open Road,” won 
enthusiastic praise, to which he 
responded with an admirably- 
done rendition of "Shortnin’ 
Bread.”

The state supreme 
court, when both contesting 
parties agreed rever.sed that deci¬ 
sion. 

The resailt takes a load off many 
minds. Cagney won originally, 
not on his contention that he was 
overworke:!, but on a slip of the 
.studio in billing him under Pat 
O’Brien at one of the Warners' 
theaters, which was a breach of 
contract. 

CONOES.SIONS .M.\I)E 

Had the case gone through to a 
supreme court test on its merits, 
many studio contracts with stars 
would have been endangered in the 
event of a Cagney victory. Had 
Cagney lo.st. on the other hand, he 
would have been compelled to give 
up pictures or return to Warners 
under his old contract. Acute 
discomfort, in either event, would 
have resulted, either for Cagney or 
the Warners and the other major 
studios. The outlook was suffi¬ 
ciently serious, apparently, to in¬ 
duce the Warners to make conces¬ 
sions. at the same time inducing 
the actor to change his mind. 
Cagney's mind, freely spoken dur¬ 
ing and after his studio fight, was 
against further relations with 
those Warners In any cireum- 
stsnre.s 

Insiders credit Bill Cagney, his 
brother's manager, and Harry 
Warner, the .studio president, with 
prime responsibility for the peace 
pow-wows. Bill persuaded fiery 
Jimmy to talk term.s, and Harry 
smoothed over the ruffled spirits 
of brother Jack Warner, and the 
turkey-talk en.sued. The whole af¬ 
fair was straightened out in a 
three-hour conference. 
TWO-A-YE.AR NOW 

This way both the studio and the 
star are winners. Cagney, feuding 
with Warners, could never have 
worked for a major studio, as ma¬ 
jor studios have a silent, unofficial 
agreement about employing each 
other’s rebels. A star of Cagney’s 
importance needs a "major" re¬ 
lease—and Warner Bros, needs a 
star like Cagney. Several poten¬ 
tial "Cagney substitutes" did not 
pan out. If report is true, Cagney 
will get $100,000 a picture for two 
pictures yearly. His old deal net¬ 
ted him $160,000 for four pictures. 

Too many pictures a year was 
one of Cagney's kicks against the 
studio. Another was the way he 
was required, in film.s, to do un- 
gentlemanly deeds like socking 
ladies, pu.shing in their faces, and 
kicking thorn about—deeds all un- 
plea.sant to Cagney personally. The 
laugh is that while Cagney wa.s at 
Grand National playing gentle¬ 
manly roles, the rest of the screen 
went berserk and leading ladies 
learned to regard slaps and kicks 
as part of their day’s work!

Whether some mystery of extra¬ 
sensory i>erceptlon, or merely a 
curious coincidence, the story of 
an 18th-century Swedish theologi¬ 
an is worth retelling.

Neither do we know what the 
heieafter is, but we have our 
ideals, our conceptions and it is 
the indiflerence to, divigatlon from 
such that are making Christian 
civilization torn, tortured and hot 
enough to cau.se even the fiends 
of Hade.s to go on sit-down .strike.s. 

Rapidly i.s man drifting away 
from anything like the conception 
of justice a.s the composite of all 
the virtue and legitimate powers 
and that it i.s the prime es.sential 
in genuine progress of civiliza¬ 
tion, it.s nation.s, its families, its 
business conceriks, all iiuman en¬ 
deavors. Throughout the world 
rages the sentiment of ju.stice for 
our.selves, let the others get what 
they have power to take, and im¬ 
minent i.s the threat of the time 
when the only peoples who will 
be .safe will be tho.se who, like the 
Patagonians, have nothing worth 
stealing and no real estate worth 
the e.Npenditure3 of robbers’ gun¬ 
powder.
